New York, April 9.—The trial of 
H arry 
K. Thaw, charged with the 
m urder of Stanford White, is nearing 
the end. 
Attorney Delmas this after­ 
noon concluded his address to the 
Jury. 
District A ttorney Jerom e will 
make the closing address of the trial 
on W ednesday and Thaw 's fate should 
b* In the hands of the jury by Wed­ 
nesday evening. 
Justice Fitzgerald 
yesterday ordered the jury locked up 
until the end of the trial, 
in view of 
this, the judge’s charge to the Jury 
undoubtedly will be delivered immedi­ 
ately the district attorney concludes. 
The la tter says IDs speech will occupy 
not more than three or four hours. 
Declaring he would not base his 
plea upon the "unw ritten law” because 
his client found ample protection In 
the written statutes of the state of 
New York, Mr. Delmas made a strik­ 
ing appeal to the sym pathies of the 
Jurors. 
He based his argum ent solely 
upon the story of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw. 
With flushed cheeks, but dry eyes, 
that young woman heard her life his­ 
tory repeated to the men who are to 
Judge her husband and bowed her 
head as her mother was denounced in 
the bitterest term s and tones the elo­ 
quent lawyer could command. 
"Even a beast protects its young,” 
he declared with scornful emphasis, 
"but this unnatural m other deserted 
her daughter in this city of millions 
to be betrayed by a false friend, to 
be lured into a gilded palace and there 
left the victim of a grav-haired man, 
wounded, bleeding and devoured.” 
Mr. Delmas went with great detail 
into the lib- Evelyn Nesbit had led up 
to her meeting with Harry Thaw. 
In 
all his rem arks he referred to her as 
"this child.” for child he said she was 
today. 
He told of T h aw ’s great love 
for her and his efforts to rescue her 
from ‘the d u tch es of Stanford White,” 
whose achievements in his profession, 
the attorney declared, w ere an aggra­ 
vation of his crime. 
Mr. Delmas before beginning his a t­ 
tack up Evelyn T h aw ’s mother, pour­ 
ed out a torrent of denunciation upon 
the architect who becam e the victim 
of T h aw ’s pistol. 
He accused him of 
the “crim e of rape,” and th«*n declared 
that President Roosevelt had said in 
a m essage ot congress that such a 
crime should be visited with death. 
This was one of the suggestions which 
Thaw himself made to his counsel for 
his summing-up speech, one of the sug­ 
gestions which played so im portant a 
part In the proceedings before the lu­ 
nacy commission. 
Mr. Delmas declared that God heard 
the cry of the fated child upon whom 
Stanford White had fixed his gaze and 
had determined should be his. 
He 
quoted from sc r ip tu r e that “ He who 
afflicts a fatherless child shall perish,” 
and declared that Providence had sent 
Thaw to avenge the wrong. 
The attorney declared th a t Thaw is 
his 
wife’s 
only 
protector—that 
he 
came into her life when she was on 
the downward path, told her that no 
m atter what the world thought of her, 
she was to him an angel. 
He took her 
to be his wife, ready to share the bur­ 
dens that a m other had helped to 
place upon her daughter. 
Mr. Delmas 
accused Mrs. Nesbit of having lived 
upon the wages of her daughter's ruin. 
He sought to pictutre to the jury what 
he term ed the sinister surroundings in 
which the girl had be«*u reared, and 
in doing so he mercilessly attacked 
the mother. 
Mr. Delmas rose to the 
highest point of his address when he 
told the jury that the girl’s mother 
was the one who had furnished District 
Attorney Jerom e with the arrows with 
which to wound the daughter on cross- 
examination — a 
cross - examination 
which he declared would live long in 
the annals of criminal history, but 
which left the girl’s story unshaken in 
all its essential details. 
T hat Evelyn Nesblt’s story wras true 
and was told to Harry Thaw, formed 
the subject of the argum ent for more 
than an hour. 
Mr. Delmas declared 
the only evidence the district attorney 
had to bring against the girl was the 
"miscalled affidavit'’ procured by Abra­ 
ham Hummel. 
Speaking of Hummel, 
Mr. Delmas again drew heavily upon 
his bitterest invectives and declared 
that It would require more than the 
word of a perjured man to send Harry 
Thaw to an ignominious death. 
Hum­ 
mel was accused by Mr. Delmas of 
having committed deliberate perjury 
upon the stand In the present trial 
when he swore he was nor acting as 
Ev«*lyn Nesblt's counsel and that no 
action was contemplated in her be­ 
half. 
He said the so-called affidavit 
itself convicted the man of these false­ 
hoods. 
Mr. Delmas devoted practical­ 
ly all of his address to a resume of the 
evidence of certain witnesses, except 
the peroration, which was an impas­ 
sioned and eloquent final plea for the 
defendant’s life. 
The courtroom was crowded with 


an eager throng. 
Justice Fitzgeraia s 
injunction that absolute quiet must be 
m aintained was hardly necessary, for 
there was interest in every utterance 
of the attorney. 
In the throng were 
many attorneys of note, som e of whom 
have traveled many miles to he pres­ 
ent at the climax of the trial which 
for length and sustained Interest has 
no equal.

A NOVEL DOOR LOCK. 


Constructed W ith the Design to P re­ 
vent Operation W ith a False Key. 
A door lock of decidedly unique form 
has recently been invented by Peter 
Ebbeson of St. Paul, Ne ». 
While the 
construction of this lock la not compli­ 
cated, yet it has been ingeniously de­ 
signed to prevent operation with a 
false key 
Furthermore, It comprises a 
latch of such form as to prevent shak­ 
ing or rattling of the door. 
As shown In the accom panying eu- 
gravtng, the l«jck consists of three disk­ 
like sections -A, B and C tin* disk B 
being stationary and the others revolu 
ble. The disks are mounted iu a socket 
Ju tlie door and project from opposite 
sides thereof. The lateh Is operated by 
a pair of knobs at opposite sides of the 
door, which are respectively secured to 
the disks A and (’. In the face of tin* 
disk A is an eccentric slot (1)) adapted 
to receive a stud projecting from the 
door frame. By operating the knob of 
disk A tin* lut^fr may be turned to vu 
gage the stud iu the eccentric slot, thus 
locking the door. The disk t ’ is con­ 
nected with the disk A by a series of 
bevel gears, so that by operating the 
knob of disk G It is possible to rotate 
the disk A to latch or unlatch the door. 
Iu order to lock the door a novel 
mechanism lias been provided iu the 
central disk (B). As shown in the cross 
sectional view, a barrel (E) is mounted 
In this disk.

Lafayette, Ind., April 9.—Mrs. Harry 
Brighty, wife of a well-known rail 
road man, was burned to death at her 
home in Remig street.

threw some paper In the heating stove 
In the sitting room. 
The flames ig­ 
nited the thin garments which she 
wore and burned her to a crisp from 
her knees up. 


New Orleans, April 9.—That Puerto 
Cortez was surrendered without fight­ 
ing and that about 1,500 Honduran 
soldiers abandoned the port two days 
before the Nicaraguan troops appear­ 
ed, was the information brought here 
today by the steamer Anselm from 
Puerto Cortez. 
The Hondurans did not desert their 
post through cowardice, according to 
these dispatches, but decided that the 
war was over. 
They returned to the 
banana plantations, where most 
of 
them had been employed as laborers 
before the war began. 
United States marines closed all sa­ 
loons in Ceiba after the abandonment 
of the port by the Hondurans. 
A 
proclamation to that end was issued 
by Commander Fullam of the Marietta 
and Virgil C. Reynolds, United States 
vice consul 
Sailors from the United 
States ship Marietta will patrol the 
streets and assist the civil authorities 
to preserve order and protect proper 
ty, foreign and private. 
Commander 
Fullam also gave out a statement to 
the general commanding the Nicarag­ 
uan expedition engaged In capturing 
Honduran ports, to the effect that the 
bombardment of coast towns cannot 
be permitted during the frequent wars 
and revolutions in Central American 
states. 
“It must be perfectly plain," 
says Commander Fullam, "that foreign 
interests could not possibly be secure 
if bombardments are permitted. 
On 
the contrary, such Interests would be 
subjected to the danger of complete 
destruction ir. every case. 
If bom­ 
bardments of coast towns are to be 
resorted to during the frequent wars 
and revolutions in Central American 
states, the mercantile interests of all 
foreigners will be absolutely Insecure 
in the future. 
From this it is plainly 
evident that assurances regarding the 
safety of American and foreign Inter­ 
ests would be of no value whatever 
unless bombardments of these unfor­ 
tified wooden towns are forbidden; 
and it is equally plain that a ship of 
war ordered here to protect American 
interests would not be excused for 
subjecting these same interests to in­ 
evitable ruin by permitting the de­ 
struction of these towns by Are and 
bombardment. 
“Fully three-fourths of the valuable 
mercantile 
and 
business houses 
in 
these coast towns are owned by for­ 
eigners. 
Neither belligerents will be 
permitted to occupy or take cover in 
these houses during the course of hos­ 
tilities. 
“Trusting that 1 may not be com ­ 
pelled to inform the United States 
government that I am mistaken re 
garding the attitude of Nicaraguan 
forces toward foreign business inter­ 
ests on this coast, and hoping that 
you will avoid all danger of complica­ 
tions by giving directions that foreign 
property shall not be subjected to de­ 
struction by fire and bombardment, I 
remain, etc.” 
Commander Fullam notified General 
Quiroz, 
commanding 
the 
Honduran 
forces near Ceiba, that It would be 
necessary to defend the town from a 
position outside the city. 
General Lee Christmas, the Ameri­ 
can. of Memphis, Tenn., fighting with 
the Honduran array, who was reported 
injured and captured at the battle of 
Namisque, has been located in Tegu­ 
cigalpa. where the Nicaraguans took 
him
